CID chief jailed for 
‘corrupt’ behaviour 


A FORMER head of 
South Wales Police 
CID was jailed on 
Monday, for using 
his police contacts 
to gain information 
for his private 
investigation 
agency. 

Philip Jones (63) of 
Aberkenfig, served 30 
years with South Wales 
Police and retired as 
Detective Chief 

Superintendent of the 
force’s Criminal 

Investigation Department 
(CID). 

He then launched a 
private investigations 
agency and persuaded 
colleague David Lloyd 
(55) of Pen-y-Fai, to pass 
him information from 
police computer systems. 

Jones also used free¬ 
lance investigator 

Christopher Barnett (37) 
to illegally pose as a cus¬ 
tomer to gain informa¬ 
tion from government 
and private institutions. 

The former detective 
admitted conspiracy to 
commit wilful miscon¬ 
duct in a public office 
and conspiracy to com¬ 
mit fraud by false repre¬ 
sentation at Bristol 
Crown Court in 
December 2008. 

Jailing him for 18 
months at the same court 
on Monday, Judge Simon 
Darwall-Smith slammed 
his behaviour as “cor¬ 
rupt” and criticised his 
“lack of moral fibre”. 

He said: “For a person 
of your age and former 
seniority, retiring at the 
rank of Detective Chief 
Superintendent, it sad¬ 
dens this court to see how 


you conspired with your 
friends David Lloyd and 
Barnett because you 
knew they were prepared 
to break the law to access 
information. 

“This lack of moral 
fibre on your part goes to 
the root of the corrupt 
culture existing in parts 
of the force. The public 
would be justifiably out¬ 
raged if you didn’t 
receive an immediate 
custodial sentence.” 

The court heard that 
Jones retired 10 years 
ago and set up Hillside 
Investigations. 

Lloyd retired as a 
Detective Constable at 
Bridgend police station 
in 2003 before being re¬ 
employed as a civilian 
casework director on the 
force's Investigative 
Support Unit (ISU). 

Jones began to pay 
Lloyd to cai^ out detec¬ 
tive work in his spare 
time. 

The court heard the 
pair also had an “agree¬ 
ment” through which 
Lloyd would be paid to 
pass on information from 
police databases which 
Jones could use in his 
investigations. 

Lloyd would use the 
police national computer, 
the Quick Address 
Search system and the 
Niche search system to 
perform address checks, 
searches for previous 
convictions, car registra¬ 
tion checks, and other 
information searches for 
Jones. 

The agreement lasted 
from September 2005 to 
January 2008, when the 
men were arrested after a 
lengthy investigation by 


anti-corruption police 
which involved bugging 
their cars. 

The court heard how 
audio tapes of the men 
discussing the handover 
of information were col¬ 
lected, and how the 
police set up an under¬ 
cover officer called ‘Raj’ 
to pose as a client want¬ 
ing information. 

At the same time, 
Lloyd had also been sup¬ 
plying police information 
to a man named Robert 
Morgan, a known crimi¬ 
nal involved in drug 
dealing. 

When Lloyd was 
arrested, he was found to 
be concealing more than 
£200,000 of Morgan’s 
money in his attic. 

Last month, Lloyd 
admitted conspiracy to 
commit wilful miscon¬ 
duct while in a public 
office with Jones. 

He denied conspiracy 
to commit wilful miscon¬ 
duct in a public office 
and money laundering, 
namely the £200,000 
cash with Morgan but 
was convicted at Bristol 
Crown Court. 

Sentencing Lloyd to 
four years imprisonment. 
Judge Darwall-Smith 
said: “David Lloyd, I 
take into account your 
reputation as a police 
officer but anyone listen¬ 
ing to you give evidence 
to the jury could not help 
being amazed at your 
arrogance. 

“You were entirely 
brazen in helping your 
friend Morgan and were 
prepared to conceal a 
quarter of a million 
pounds in cash for him. 

“As a former police 
officer, you told the jury 
that tax evasion was not a 
crime in your opinion. It 
seems there was one law 
for Dai Lloyd and one for 
everybody else. 

“It seems you made 
little secret of your rela¬ 
tionship with Morgan. 
You clearly enjoyed Mr 
Morgan’s high-life of fast 
cars, expensive jewellery 
and free holidays in 
Thailand, while you were 
receiving evidence that 
he was hands-on in drug 
operations. 

“The number of 
arrests and searches that 
came to nothing because 
you had pre-wamed the 
suspect through your 


friend Mr Morgan, does 
not bear thinking.” 

Christopher Barnett, 
who Jones used as a free¬ 
lancer, would pretend to 
be account holders at 
financial institutions, the 
DVLA and utility com¬ 
panies to gain informa¬ 
tion on case subjects. 

Barnett, of Vale of 
Glamorgan, who admit¬ 
ted one count of conspir¬ 
acy to commit fraud by 
false representation with 
Jones and another count 
of fraud, was sentenced 
to 12 months’ imprison¬ 
ment, suspended for two 
years. 

‘ABUSED 

TRUST’ 

After the verdict, 
Assistant Chief 
Constable Nick Croft of 
South Wales Police said: 
“These individuals held 
positions of trust and 
responsibility within 
South Wales Police. 

They abused these posi¬ 
tions and let both the 
public and their col¬ 
leagues down. 

“The vast majority of 
our staff work very hard 
to keep south Wales safe 
and it is a shame that 
the actions of a few tar¬ 
nish the professionalism 
of the organisation. 

“Behaviour like this 
will not be tolerated, 
and I would like to reas¬ 
sure the public that 
police officers and staff 
employed by South 
Wales Police can expect 
to be dealt with robustly 
if they break the law or 
engage in other miscon¬ 
duct. 

“These convictions 
have been successful as 
a direct result of a pro¬ 
tracted and highly com¬ 
plex investigation which 
demonstrates the Force’s 
commitment to tirelessly 
pursue officers who fail 
to live up to the high 
standards that we set. 

“South Wales Police 
is committed to dealing 
with misconduct commit¬ 
ted by both serving and 
retired officers. This 
force will not hesitate to 
pursue corruption by 
police officers and staff 
and if a similar situation 
arose again we would 
adopt the same strong 
line. ”

Bridgend Town Council affirms 


TOWN twinning 
exchanges between 
Bridgend and 
Villenave D’Ornan 
in France must not 
be allowed to degen¬ 
erate into rugby- 
based junkets. 

That’s the view of 
Bridgend Town Council 
which will be seeking to 
add some cultural dimen¬ 
sion to future visits. 

Bridgend hosted a 
party from France on the 
weekend of the Wales- 
France International in 
Cardiff. The French visi¬ 
tors were not interested 
in taking part in any cul¬ 
tural activities during the 
trip. 

Coun Eileen Mcllveen 
said that during the visit, 
they managed to pin the 
French down to dates for 
the following two years 
for visits by pupils on 
exchange trips. 

These dates have now 
been agreed by the heads 
of all schools involved. 

She said that nothing 
has been arranged for the 
adults apart from a return 
visit to France by 
Bridgend members in 
September. 


She went on: “Our 
financial position is dire. 
We have set up a small 
sub committee to discuss 
what steps to take and 
they are in hand. We may 
approach the town coun¬ 
cil for a grant. Unless we 
get funding, town twin¬ 
ning will collapse.” 

Coun David Unwin 
stated that a meaningful 
exchange was needed 
and that a forward plan 
for at least two years was 
required. 

Coun Bob Burns 
observed that the purpose 
of town twinning was 
essentially cultural and 
two years was not a long 
time to organise events. 

“We had the idea of a 
musical exchange, but 
the dates were not agreed 
to by the French repre¬ 
sentatives. People are 
being thwarted by the 
responses from the 
French. We should have 
proper cultural 

exchanges and not rugby 
trips,” he insisted. 

Coun Mcllveen felt 
there was a need for an 
in-depth discussion about 
the purpose of the twin¬ 
ning. 

“Funding is no longer 


available even for pupil 
exchanges. There is cer¬ 
tainly no finance avail¬ 
able for rugby or other 
sports based trips. 

“Funding from Europe 
is only available for large 
scale cultural exchanges, 
preferably involving sev¬ 
eral countries. A visit to a 
rugby match does not 
meet their requirements.” 

She said that if the 
Erench wanted a rugby 
exchange, they would 
have to pay their own 
way. 

Coun Diane Burns 
said that organising a cul¬ 
tural exchange with 
choirs, dance groups and 
the like would require a 
lot of commitment and 
time. 

She said that people 
were coming up with 
ideas but nothing was 
happening afterwards. 

A further update on 
twinning will be received 
later.

117 industrial 
units standing 
empty - council 


THERE are 117 empty 
industrial units of vary¬ 
ing sizes currently 
available on industrial 
estates throughout 
Bridgend county bor¬ 
ough. 

This information was 
given to Coun David 
Unwin in reply to a ques¬ 
tion he asked at the last 
meeting of Bridgend 
County Borough 

Council. 

Coun Unwin asked 
how much industrial land 
was in use, empty and 
undeveloped on local 
industrial estates. He also 
wanted to know how the 
area was being marketed 
to potential new industri¬ 
al employers. 

In December, the 
number of empty units 
stood at 139, amounting 
to 1.1m square feet of 
floor space. 


The largest amount of 
available industrial space 
is at Bridgend Industrial 
Estate where there are 59 
empty units, including 
the former Sony factory, 
which has been divided 
into 11 units amounting 
to 328,000 sq feet. 

There are 12 at 
Waterton, 11 at Brackla 
and Litchard; 12 in 
Brynmenyn, nine at 
Village Farm in Pyle, 
eight in Penllwyngwent 
in the Ogmore Valley and 
four at Abergarw. 

The council said that it 
markets these sites in a 
number of ways, includ¬ 
ing through its marketing 
plan, regular contacts 
with the Welsh 
Assembly, property 
agents, its website and 
co-operating with other 
south Wales authorities 
to bring employment into 
the area.

The aim is to serve the 
majority of customers 
within five minutes and 
all within 10, but there 
will be times, such as 
Christmas and times of 
unexpectedly high 
demand, when this is not 
possible. 

The mystery shopper 
records how long he/she 
waited in the queue to be 
served, how many people 
were in the queue and 
how many counters were 
open. 

This system identifies 
problem areas which can 
be taken up by the local 
manger. 

Mystery shopper 
results for this branch

The hats were pro¬ 
duced from a range of 
materials and the project

“We have made our 
comments and, hopeful¬ 
ly, it will make them sit 
up and the service will 
improve. This is not a 
criticism of the staff, who 
do an excellent job - but 
I question if there are 
enough of them at peak 
times.” 

Coun Bob Burns said 
that the council should 
not put this reply into a 
pending tray. 

“We should ask what 
are the terms of reference 
for this mystery shopper. 
What times do they visit 
the branch? We should 
ask for the hard evidence 
that they have based their 
reply on. 

“We need to challenge 
their data. We should put 
in a Freedom of 
Information request to 
get the information we 
need,” he insisted. 

Coun Hadyn Morgan 
said he was there recent¬ 
ly and the queue was out 
through the door: “I wait¬ 
ed for 20 minutes,” he 
added. 

It was agreed to 
request the information 
provided by the mystery 
shopper so that the coun¬ 
cil could analyse it for 
themselves.

NEWS ■ IN BRIEF 


BRIDGEND Town 
Council has come out 
in favour of moving the 
town library from 
Wyndham Street to the 
Recreation Centre. 

Members received a 
report on proposals from 
the borough council to 
reconfigure facilities at 
the recreation centre to 
incorporate the library 
and agreed it should 
have full backing. 
LIGHTS at Quarella 
Road are working at 
last, town councillors 
were told. Half the 
lights in the wall at the 
street were out of order 
because of problems 
with a fuse box. 

THE Old Buildings 
Preservation and 
Restoration Trust has 
told BCBC that it 
intends to sell St John’s 
Hospice on Newcastle 
Hill on the open market. 

The mediaeval build¬ 
ing is the oldest in 
Bridgend. Options for 
the building are to be 
explored by the council’s 
conservation and design 
section. 

A NEW litter bin has 
been placed by BCBC 
near the new ARC clin¬ 
ic at the bottom of 
Quarella Road, after a 
request was made by 
Bridgend Town 
Council. 

A LETTER of congratu¬ 
lation has been sent by 
Bridgend Town Council 
to BCBC commending 
staff for the way in 
which they cleaned up 
rubbish from the 
Wildmill Estate that had 
remained uncollected 
because of the snow. 

The bags had been 
ripped open by dogs and 
the contents were scat¬ 
tered around. Members 


confirmed that the area 
was now free of litter 
and in an acceptable 
condition. 

BRIDGEND Town 
Council is to ask to 
receive information on 
planning applications 
as printed paper copies 
because of problems 
with getting the infor¬ 
mation on-line. 
PORTHCAWL Town 
Council has already 
expressed reservations 
about changing to e-mail 
and Maesteg Town 
Council has refused to 
change, sticking to the 
paper copies. 

BCBC has been trying 
to persuade councils to 
switch, but members 
pointed out that the 
council delivers the 
plans by courier, who is 
bringing other items so 
does not incur postage 
costs. 

COITY Higher 
Community Council 
has agreed to donate 
£50000 towards the 
cost of providing a 
skateboard park in 
Bridgend. 

The scheme is being 
put forward by the town 
council and Laleston 
Community Council. 
BRIDGEND Town 
Council has resolved to 
give £1,000 to Bridgend 
Town Twinning provid¬ 
ed they try and raise 
money themselves. 

Their financial posi¬ 
tion was described at a 
council meeting as 
“dire” and it was stated 
that the twinning com¬ 
mittee could collapse 
without financial sup¬ 
port. 

A YOUTH shelter may 
be placed at Wildmill 
estate. The Town coun¬ 
cil has met Wildmill 


Communities Eirst 
about the project. 

The shelter would be 
placed on V2C land in a 
location assessed and 
approved by police. 

It would be donated 
and erected free of 
charge by BCBC. The 
town council has agreed 
to take over insurance 
and maintenance of the 
shelter. 

BRIDGEND Town 
Council wants to know 
what happened to 
money given to Valleys 
to Coast Housing 
Association to upgrade 
the CCTV cameras in 
Wildmill. 

Councillors heard that 
an in-depth review of the 
CCTV system had been 
carried out by BCBC 
and revealed that the 
cameras in Wildmill 
were deficient. 

Town councillors said 
that they had given 
funds five years to pay 
for the cameras to be 
upgraded and are con¬ 
cerned that they do not 
meet standards. 

V2C will be asked for 
information about what 
happened to the money 
they received. 

PADDLE Homes have 
lost their appeal to be 
allowed to build 75 
dwellings on the old 
railway embankment 
running from Waunscil 
Avenue to the rear of 
Morfa Street, 

Bridgend. 

The area separates 
new and old Brackla. An

CONSERVATIVE 
regional AM Alun 
Cairns (South 
Wales West) says he 
will challenge the 
Ministry of Defence 
over its plans to 
scale back opera¬ 
tional hours for the 
air sea rescue heli¬ 
copter based at 
RAF Chivenor. 

Mr Cairns said that 
plans to withdraw this 
helicopter service at 
night, by reducing it 
from a 24-hour service 
to a 12-hour one, would 
impact on the safety of 
people along the south 
Wales coast. 

“I represent an area 
which stretches from 
Gower along Swansea 
Bay to the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

Thousands of visitors 
flock to our coast daily 
in summer and I fear that 
lives will be put at risk 
by this proposal. 

“The Bristol Channel 
has dangerous currents 
and tides and we need a 


rescue helicopter service 
available 24 hours a day 
which is within easy fly¬ 
ing distance,” he main¬ 
tained. 

“The Ministry has 
said that from 2012 the 
area will be covered at 
night by crews from 
RAF Culdrose in 
Cornwall or RAF Valley 
in Anglesey. 

Both bases are further 
away - and in the case of 
Anglesey, it’s an hour’s 
flying time. 

The increase in time 
it will take to get a heli¬ 
copter on station could 
literally mean the differ¬ 
ence between life and 
death.” 

RAF Chivenor han¬ 
dled 339 call-outs in 
2009 - with more than 
100 of these taking place 
at night. 

“Opponents of the 
plan fear that the two 
other bases, which have 
their own areas to cover, 
will not have the capaci¬ 
ty to take on the extra 
call-outs that this plan 
entails. 

“Only one crew is

based at each site so 
once that’s on a call, 
there is no stand-by crew 
or helicopter. 

This proposal could 
put lives at risk not just 
at sea but also in the 
mountains of south and 
mid Wales which 
Chivenor also covers.” 

Mr Cairns will back 
the campaign to keep 
Chivenor a 24-hour 
operation. 

The main opposition 
to MoD proposals has 
come from West 
Country councils, police 
forces and MPs, but the 
campaign is now seek¬ 
ing support from the 
Welsh side of the 
Channel.

RESIDENTS of 
Ogmore-by-Sea are 
gearing up for 
another battle to 
stop the last pub in 
the village being 
demolished to make 
way for a block of 
flats. 

A planning application 
has been lodged with the 
Vale Council seeking 
permission to build 17 
flats on the site of the Sea 
Lawns Hotel by owner 
John Williams. 

A previous application 
to create 24 flats on the 
site was refused on 
appeal after a two-day 
public inquiry in 2006 
which was packed out by 
villagers. 

The inspector turned 
the appeal down on the 
grounds that it would 
result in the loss of an 
amenity to the communi¬ 
ty and to tourists visiting 
the Heritage Coast. 

He also said that the 
scale and design of the 
proposal was out of 
keeping with the sur¬ 
roundings. 


Villagers are being 
backed in this fight by St 
Bride’s Major 

Community Council, 
which has lodged seven 
objections to the plan. 

These include fears 
about increased traffic 
along a narrow single 
lane track leading to the 
site; overloading of the 
sewerage system and the 
fact that the development 
is out of scale and char¬ 
acter. 

They also protest at 
the loss of the last pub in 
the village, even though 
it has been closed since 
2005. 

Speaking to The 
GEM, Conn Chris 
Howells, who chairs the 
planning committee, said 
he was backing the fight 
to retain the Sea Lawns. 

“The loss of the last 
pub in Ogmore is unac¬ 
ceptable to a large major¬ 
ity of the people in the 
village. There are clear 
planning policy guide¬ 
lines, which emphasise 
the importance of retain¬ 
ing such community 
facilities in order to sus¬ 
tain communities. 


“There is no doubt that 
the loss of the village pub 
would be detrimental to 
village life and to social 
well-being in Ogmore- 
by- Sea. 

“The Welsh Assembly 
has policies aimed at cre¬ 
ating and retaining sus¬ 
tainable communities 
and the role of the pub is 
acknowledged.” 

Conn Howells stated 
that there were strong 
planning guidelines 
when the last pub in any 
community was under 
threat. 

“This is the only hotel 
within the Glamorgan 
Heritage Coast and it 
could play a huge role in 
developing tourism and 
also catering for visitors 
who need accommoda¬ 
tion or a meal. 

“Apart from that, it 
was also a place where 
villagers staged func¬ 
tions, got together or just 
popped in for a pint.” 

Mr Howells said that 
Ogmore-by-Sea is one of 
the largest villages in the 
Vale but it has no com¬ 
munity facilities. 

“We have no village 


hall or community centre 
so there’s nowhere at all 
people can get together. 
The Sea Lawns fulfilled 
that function.” 

He pointed out that 
there were plans to build 
a further 167 houses in 
Ogmore, which would 
increase the population 
and demand for facilities 
even more. 

A public meeting to 
discuss the plan has 
already taken place and a 
campaign group called 
‘Save the Sea Lawns’ has 
been re-activated to 
spearhead the fight. 

Mr Williams has 
argued in the past that the 
business was not viable 
because of a drop in trade 
caused by the smoking 
ban, and also the need for 
expensive adaptations to 
comply with the 
Disability Discrimination 
Act. 

The GEM was unable 
to contact him for a com¬ 
ment. 

Residents have until 
March 31 to make their 
views on the planning 
application known to 
Vale planners.

I T is that time of 
year again 
where new envi¬ 
ronmental course 
river rod licenses 
are required to be 
renewed or pur¬ 
chased ready for 
April 1. 

Last year, some 4,100 
people were caught and 
fined up to £2,500 each 
for simply defying the 
law and failing to pur¬ 
chase a rod license. 

This year, an adult 
licence costs £26; junior 
under -16 £8, minor 
under-12 is free, but they 
have to be accompanied 
by someone over-16 with 
a rod licence. 

Time after time, 
anglers contact the 
Environmental Agency 
to report people fishing 
on privately owned 
ponds and lakes or rivers 
as they know these peo¬ 


ple do not have a licence 
and are trepassing. 

Environmental offi¬ 
cers have the power of 
arrest; will confiscate 
their rods and other 
equipment and can also 
take them to court. 

An environmental rod 
licence is not a pass that 
entitles people to fish pri¬ 
vate lakes or ponds or 
rivers, they have to 
become members and 
pay the fees as do we. 

So the advice I would 
give to all is: Get a rod 
licence, join a club, or go 
to day ticket waters 
(there are plenty around 
the Vale). 

Most tackle shops 
have application forms to 
join fishing clubs or 
places where you can 
fish for the day at a cost 
but you still need a rod 
licence.

This heritage may be promoted 
more vigorously in future as plans 
take shape to explore the possible 
connections that the town has to 
one of the greatest figures in 
British history - King Arthur! 

If this can be properly devel¬ 
oped, there is huge potential for 
Llantwit to become a centre for 
mass tourism of the sort that 
already exists in other Arthurian 
centres like Glastonbury and 
Tintagel. 

All the shops and businesses 
might benefit. Existing restau¬ 
rants, cafes and pubs could see an 
upsurge in visitors seeking 
refreshments while there is poten¬ 
tial for the shops to promote 
books, souvenirs and crafts. 

Llantwit traders are already in 
talks with the Vale Council’s new 


town centre manager Peter Lewis 
to promote the town in a variety of 
ways. 

It is fair to say that, at the 
moment, possible commercial 
developments in Llantwit are on 
hold while everyone awaits news 
of the Metrix development.

crime. While the life of 
Steven Russell is an 
intriguing one in itself, 
Carrey plays the role 
broadly for comic effect, 
with the film occasional¬ 
ly lapsing into drama. 

Given his talent for 
both the comedic and the 
dramatic, Carrey is well 
suited to the role, yet 
tends to provide too 
much of the latter and 
not enough of the for¬ 
mer. 

The mugging is 
restrained, but the per¬ 
formance, while strong, 
could have benefited 
from being rooted a little 
more in reality than it is. 

A quality cast have 
been assembled around 
Carrey, and while they 
all bring the goods to the 
table, they are short¬ 
changed to a degree by a 
script that never gives 
them enough. Ewan 
McGregor seems to have 
been enjoying finding 
his feet in films that 
don't require as much 
star wattage, and follows 
up his role in The Men 
Who Stare At Goats with 
another warm and enjoy¬ 
able performance. 

Full of wide-eyed 
admiration for Steven, 
he shares good chem¬ 
istry with Carrey and is 
a solid foil to his co-star; 
it is just a shame that he 
is little more than a 
cipher for the story, 
being given no backstory 
or real depth. 

The same goes for 
Leslie Mann, as Steven’s 
ex-wife, and Rodrigo 
Santoro as his ex¬ 
boyfriend. Both charac¬ 
ters offer up decent 
turns, but it’s more a 
result of their abilities as 
actors rather than any¬ 
thing the script feeds 
them. 

It’s a shame that the 
supporting characters, all 
of whom play such a 
pivotal part in Steven’s 
life, aren’t given enough 


meat to give the story 
some dramatic weight, 
and while the actors 
inhibiting the characters 
work hard, it isn’t 
reflected in a screenplay 
that sidelines them. 

Screenwriters and 
directors John Requa 
and Glenn Ficara take 
the incredible nature of 
the story and craft a film 
that is high on chutzpah 
and ‘did that really hap¬ 
pen’ histrionics - some 
of Russell’s schemes and 
ideas are so full of 
bravura that they lend 
themselves perfectly to 
the frothy nature of the 
film. 

What they do a little 
less successfully, aside 
from offering a degree 
of depth to the events 
taking place, is work a 
way to get the events to 
gel. 

As the film pounds its 
way towards its conclu¬ 
sion, there is a notable 
tonal shift from light¬ 
hearted to something far 
more serious; it’s a shift 
with a sting in its tail, 
but even so, it feels a lit¬ 
tle awkward and takes 
the steam out of the 
film’s engines a little. 

I Love You, Phillip 
Morris is an intriguing 
and comedic proposition 
- its true-life origins 
make for a film that is 
highly interesting; while 
it may not hit stratos¬ 
pheric heights, the

audacity of some of 
Steven Russell’s scams 
will keep you engrossed 
throughout.

BRIDGEND AREA NEWS...IN BRIEF 


POLICE have been 
asked to monitor park¬ 
ing abuses in Bridgend 
town centre after 
6.30pm. 

Coun David Unwin 
told the town council 
that yellow lines count 
for nothing in the 
evenings, especially in 
Nolton Street, Derwen 
Road and Market Street. 

He said that people 
park where they like and 
go. All the streets were 
on bus routes and buses 
had to try and negotiate 
their way around parked 
cars. 

Chief Supt Carl 
Davies promised to flag 
this up to officers. 

POTHOLES in 
Herbert Street are to 
be tackled by 
Bridgend’s highways 
department, following 
complaints from 
Bridgend Town 
Council. 

Coun Hadyn Morgan 
said that workmen had 
circled one pothole with 
paint but there were oth¬ 
ers that needed attention 
as well. 

Coun David Unwin 
commented that every 
street had a problem 
with potholes at the 
moment because of the 
bad weather. 

“It is an enormous 


problem for the council, 
with holes appearing 
everywhere. People must 
be patient.” 

PROBLEMS with cars 
parking on grass 
verges at Westfield 
Avenue were reported 
to Bridgend Town 
Council by Coun 
Barbara Parrish. 

She argued that some¬ 
thing should be done 
because the street is on a 
bus route but Coun 
David Unwin replied 
that the street was no 
different to a 100 others 
where people drove up 
onto grass verges. He 
said that it would be 
given no priority by the 
borough council. 

A NEW bus service 
which runs from 
Llantwit Major into 
Bridgend via 
Merthyrmawr Road, 
does not always turn 
up, according to Coun 
Edith Hughes. 

She told the town 
council that people were 
waiting for the bus in 
Merthyrmawr Road and 
nothing turned up. She 
spoke to a driver from 
the bus company 
involved who said that 
buses could not come 
down Grove Road 
because of double park¬ 
ing of cars. 


She said that the 
buses were just driving 
straight into town but it 
had been agreed that the 
route would go via 
Merthyrmawr Road. 

“We are trying to 
encourage people to 
leave their cars at home 
and use the bus but peo¬ 
ple have no faith in the 
bus services,” she said. 

“I am cynical about pub¬ 
lic transport. This is sup¬ 
posed to be a hail and 
ride service but there’s 
no hail and no ride.” 

Coun Diane Bums 
said it was nonsense to 
claim that the buses 
could not get down 
Grove Road when furni¬ 
ture delivery lorries, 
ambulances and fire 
engines all use the street. 

It was agreed to write 
to the Vale Council 
which is subsidising the 
service and point out 
that the contract is being 
broken. 

BCBC is to be asked to 
look at the problem of 
fly tipping along the 
old railway embank¬ 
ment separating old 
and new Brackla. 

Coun Dennis Davey 
said that there was a lot 
of litter on this land 
which is owned by 
Paddle Homes. Coun 
Edith Hughes said that 


when it was raised 
before, the council had 
said it was private land 
and they could do noth¬ 
ing but Coun Hadyn 
Morgan said that when 
the land was owned by 
Gallagher’s, the council 
cleaned it up and sent 
them the bill. 

THE prototype 
Bridgend bag is to be 
taken around the small 
traders in Bridgend 
Town Centre to see if 
they will buy some to 
sell on to customers. 

The bags will be 
made of cloth and will 
bear a logo designed by 
pupils of Penybont 
Primary School. They 
are being produced by 
the town council as part 
of the campaign to dis¬ 
courage the use of plas¬ 
tic bags. 

Councillors will be 
volunteering to take the 
bags around once final 
costs have been 
obtained.

A S a disappointing 
Six Nations finally 
drew to a close, the 
relief on Welsh coach 
Warren Gatland’s face 
was palpable at the 
Millennium Stadium on 
Saturday. 

Two victories may have 
been a poor return from a 
frustrating campaign in 
which his team had persist¬ 
ently shot themselves in the 
foot, but it could have been 
so much worse! 

While the 33-10 home win 
over Italy was as welcome as 
it was necessary, to stave off 
his inevitable critics, the 
New Zealander knows they 
will not be kept at bay for 
long should there not be a 
marked upsurge in Welsh 
fortunes, amid concern that 
Team Wales had lost its way 
since the exhilarating Grand 
Slam in 2008. 

There is no doubt, as was 
proven in the vastly- 
improved display on 
Saturday, that certain key 
individuals have been badly 
missed of late, particularly 
in the absence through 
injury of the Lions’ front 
row. 

Gethin Jenkins, Matthew 
Rees and Adam Jones were 
finally reunited against Italy, 
and with the return of scrum 
half Mike Phillips, the revi¬ 
talised Welsh team looked a 
totally different proposition 
against a battling Italian 
side that had already beaten 
fellow Wooden Spoon can¬ 
didates Scotland. 

However, Gatland well 
knew that nothing less than 
a convincing victory over the 
Six Nations’ so-called ‘min¬ 
nows’ would silence the neg¬ 
ative mutterings and at least 
end the campaign on a posi¬ 
tive note. With the set piece 


problems that had haunted 
previous matches at last 
sorted out (particularly the 
previously malfunctioning 
lineout) giving man-of-the- 
match outside half Stephen 
Jones the space and time to 
do what he does best, con¬ 
trolling proceedings, the 
threequarters were freed to 
at last show glimpses of their 
true worth. 

Suddenly, Wales were 
scoring tries again, with 
James Hook gliding through 
for two touchdowns and a 
third added by the not-to- 
be-denied Shane Williams in 
the second half. 

On the other wing, accom¬ 
plished teenager Tom Prydie 
made a very impressive 
international debut and with 
full back Lee Byrne return¬ 
ing to something like his old 
form, promising opportuni¬ 
ties were being created in 
abundance as Wales finally 
found themselves playing on 
the front foot. 

However, the squad also 
knew that victory over Italy 
and the scrambled last-ditch 
win over Scotland cannot 
disguise deep-seated short¬ 
comings that surfaced in 
recent months and will cer¬ 
tainly need to be put right 
long before the Rugby 
World Cup comes along next 
year, if Wales hope to match 
the All Blacks et al. 

Wales now appear rooted 
in fourth place in the Six 
Nations table and will have 
to show a considerable 
improvement, with far stern¬ 
er tests to come against the 
southern hemisphere giants, 
beginning with the South 
African world champions in 
June followed by a taxing 
two-test tour of New 
Zealand. 

In contrast, France now 
seem to be proceeding 


smoothly along a well- 
ordered path laid out by 
coach Marc Lievremont, 
buoyed by their Grand 
Slam-deciding 12-10 win 
over England in Paris. 

Ireland’s Triple Crown 
expectations were abruptly 
dashed by Scotland’s unex¬ 
pected 23-20 victory at 
Croke Park. The unlucky 
Scots have been a revelation, 
under their new coach Andy 
Robinson and deserved 
more than their misleading 
place languishing near the 
foot of the table. 

They are justified in their 
belief that they should have 
beaten both England and 
Wales. 

Be that as it may, the 
result against Italy has given 
the Welsh camp a welcome 
breathing space. 

At least they avoided the 
final ignominy of a Wooden 
Spoon and now have the 
opportunity to regroup, 
address the problems mani¬ 
fested during the tourna¬ 
ment, and focus afresh on 
the strategy for 2011. 

Gatland’s squad will need 
to put behind them the frus¬ 
trations and disappoint¬ 
ments of a nondescript Six 
Nations in which no team 
stood out with the quality of 
their play. 

Wales were too often 
undone more by their own 
error-strewn shortcomings 
and lack of discipline than 
by superior opposition. 

Despite the encouraging 
recovery shown against the 
resilient Italians, lessons are 
still there to be learned if 
Wales are to step up to the 
much higher level needed, 
before being exposed to the 
far harsher glare of the 
World Cup spotlight.
